DACHAU, Dec. 12.—Forty Nazi 
defendants in the Dachau atrocity 
trial were found guilty 
of 
war 
criminality today. 
An American military govern­ 
ment court deliberated two hours 
and 18 minutes before announcing 
the blanket conviction of all the 
guards and other attaches at the 
notorious concentration camp here. 
The sentences will be announced 
later, probably tomorrow. 
The trial ended at 11:52 a. rn. 
when the prosecution and defense 
concluded their final summations 
and the eight-man military tri­ 
bunal headed by Brig. Gen. John 
M. Lentz ordered the court closed. 
The Dachau trial opened in mid- 
October. Of the original list of 
42 accused, two were missing. The 
40 were tried on charges including 
cruelties, mistreatment, beating, 
torture, starvation, abuses and in­ 
dignities against allied war pris­ 
oners and civilians in Dachau. 
The testimony brought out tales 
of terrible and fantastic atrocities 
to which the Inmates of Dachau 
were subjected. Thousands died in 
human guinea pig experiments by 
which the Nazis sought to estab­ 
lish facts that would benefit their 
armed forces. 
One of the most notorious of the 
defendants was Dr. 
Klaus 
Karl 
Schilling, whose malaria experi­ 
ments killed 1,100 to 3,000 persons 
in Dachau.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 12—Cities 
af the future must be laid out with 
an eve to the industrial as well aa 
m ilitary implications of the atom­ 
ic bomb, the nations! institute of 
municipal law officers hts been 
told.

ULCER of the stomach and first 
part of the bowel known as peptic 
ulcer may often be healed by the 
UBC of alkaline preparations, to­ 
gether with a milk and cream diet 
and rest in bed. However, some pa­ 
tients may get well merely with 
rest and the use of soft, easily-di­ 
gested foods, such as cereals. But 
in some cases, ulcers are very re­ 
sistant to healing and a search 
must be made for other methods of 
treatment. 
According to Doctor Asher Win- 
kelstein and his associates of New 
York City, patients with peptic 
ulcer may be treated by what ii 
known as intragastric drip. He 
thinks that this type of treatment 
may be useful even in those pa­ 
tients with ulcer who would seem 
to require operation for relief. 


Tube Into Stomach 
The treatment is carried out by 
passing a tube into the stomach 
and allowing the proper solution 
to flow slowly into the stomach. 
The solution used contains sodium 
bicarbonate and either aluminum 
hydroxide or aluminum phosphate 
gel. To add to the food value of the 
mixture, milk may be added. 
As a rule, the treatment is given 
only at night since the patient 
generally can sleep while the 
treatment is going on. If the pa­ 
tient has more severe symptoms, 
the treatment may he continued 
between meal# during the day, 
aire. Doctor Winkelstein believes 
that many patients can be taught 
by the doctor to pass the tube 
themselves and can carry out the 
treatment at home. 


Other forms of treatment for 
peptic ulcer may also be combined 
with the intragastric drip, such as 
the use of a bland diet and such 
drags as atropine and phenobar­ 
bital. The symptoms are often re­ 
lieved within 48 hours and it would 
appear that the ulcers heal rapidly. 
May Recur 
Of course, there is always a 
tendency for peptic ulcers to recur. 
However, it is stated that when 
this type of intragastric drip 
treatment is carried out, long 
periods of time may pas* before a 
recurrence. 
Furthermore, 
with 
this treatment, when operation is 
four,-* to I* necessary at a later 
date, the surgical procedures may 
be more satisfactorily carried out 
because of the reduced size of the 
ulcer and lessened inflammation. 
It would appear that this type 
of treatment might be well wofth 
employing in patients with peptic 
ulcer who And that usual methods 
do not bring satisfactory relief. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
B. M.: VV hat causes me to have 
dizsy spells? 
Answer: Dizziness is caused by 
various conditions, among which 
are constipation, high blood pres­ 
sure, heart and kidney trouble. 
Constipation is one of the most 
frequent causes of dizziness. 
It would be advisable for you to 
have a thorough 
physical ex- 
amination by your doctor to de­ 
termine if any of these conditions 
are present.
